Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 (AIPA) 
and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply 
when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an international application filed 
before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Carlton- 
Foss. 

The applicant has amended the claim and argues that the prior art fails to teach that the sales 
conditions having been registered in the sales information registering unit before the offer 
conditions are received. The prior art teaches that the security brokerage firms for years have 
used automated transaction 

systems for matching buy and sell orders for securities. For example, NASDAQ's SOES (Small 
Order Execution System) system offers complete electronic matching of buyers and sellers. 
This system. Thus in this system the sales conditions (e.g. price) have been registered in the 
system before offer conditions are received. The examiner takes official notice that this systems 
also stores bid and offers that are outside the current bid/ask market.
